interest is not specified and no doubt 
will vary with each issue of bonds, I 
three issues being planned at present, | 
aggregating $630,000. 
Three hundred 
and fifteen dollars 
worth of United States Internal R ev-1 
enue stamps are affixed to the power 
company mortgage, this amount being 
the Federal income tax on the propos­ 
ed issue authorized by the deed. Both 
indentures are dated as of June I. 
The gold notes of the street railway 
company will bear 6 per cent interest 
and will be issued in denominations of 
$500. 
This deed carries $15 worth of 
Federal service stamps. 
It is not known definitely what the 
proceeds of the bond 
issues will 
be 
put to, but it is expected that new roll­ 
ing stock will 
be purchased for 
the 
railway company, and improvements 
made on its roadway. 
The company’s 
lines may also be extended. 
For this 
purpose it would also be necessary to 
increase its power plant in Hanover, 
which may be undertaken.

Murphy drove 
a remarkable race,
